PLAINS, Georgia Dec. 25 (Agencies — President Carter 
Monday made a prediction of an early peace treaty in the 
Middle East and an arms limitation agreement with.) the So- 
viet Union. 

And, he said, he expects a summit meeting with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev soon, but not in January. 

The president said he and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
are not discouraged about the differences holding up ihe SALT 
and Mvdeasi agreements. “We’ve got peace on earth right 
now.” he said, “we hope we can keep it dm way.” 

Speaking to reporters after an early morning reunion 
with his family, the president said that the remaining issues 
of a comprehensive SALT agreement “have been narrowed 
considerably in the last week.” 

Vance returned Sunday night from three days of talks 
in Europe — first with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and then with Israel's Moshe Dayan and Egypt's 
Mustapha KfcaR 

The president said Vance mid him that negotiators for 
Israel and Egypt bad "a good solid and constructive discus- 
sion.” 

And he added: "1 think we will have a peace treaty for 
the Middle East and 1 think, we wild have a SALT agreement 
with the Soviets. 

“It just takes time,” he added. “The complexities of the 
issues are not easily resolved.

5,000-year-old trade routes 

Nuclear reactor tells secrets of Persia 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25 
(AP>-A Washington -area che- 
mist is using a nuclear reactor 
and pieces of glass and clay in 
an effort to unlock the 5,000- 
yeai-old trading secrets of sou- 
thern Persia. 

Dr. James Maricmnw of sub- 
urban Gaithersburg, Mary- 
land, is making the attempt 
with ancient artefacts from 
the Middle East and the nu- 
clear reactor at the National 
Bureau of Standards. 

“Much of the work right 
now is still pretty tentative," 
Blackman said, but bis studies 
of obsidian — volcanic glass — 
from Tal-e Malyan and Tepe 
Yabya in southern Iran con- 
firm findings by others that the 
material originated in central 
Turkey and Soviet Armenia.

HONG KONG, Dec. 25 
(AP) — Biscuits, beverages and 
cigarettes were airlifted Mon- 
day to more than 2,700 Viet- 
namese refugees on board the 
2^90 -ion Taiwanese freigh- 
ter Huey Fong.

The aim was a closer allian- 
ce with Japan, a move away 
from economic ties with the 
eastern U.S- "California’s a na- 
tional market,’’ said King ear- 
lier this year. "As the third 
biggest nation in the Pacific, 
we don’t need to rely on the 
East any more " 

(The other nations are Japan 
and the U.S. itself. King is re- 
ferring to California's boast 
that if it was a nation, it would 
■have the third largest GNP in 
the Pacific basin.) 

But Brown is now being 
made aware that many West 
Coast businessmen are less san- 
guine. "We’re moving towards 
a classic colonial-type situa- 
tion," argues one Los Angeles' 
banker. ‘‘With the soaring yen 
and the huge trade surplus, the 
Japanese are buying up U.S. 
land, timber, foodstuffs — raw 
materials. In exchange, we're 
taking manufactured products, 
luxury items.” 

A brief inventory gives an 
idea of Japan's penetration.

Conservative coalition

WASHINGTON - 
Despite the widely publici- 
zed nationwide trend to the 
right, the conservative con- 
gressional coalition of Repub- 
licans and southern Democrats 
lost strength in 1978. a Con- 
gressional Quarterly vote study 
has found. 

The conservative voting al- 
liance showed up in fewer con- 
gressional roll call votes n 
1978 than in 1977. And the 
coalition won fewer times 
when it did form. 

Its major loss was on the 
Panama Canal treaties, al- 
though that did not fuHy ex- 
plain its lower success rate. 

But any conclusion that this 
decline meant a weakening of 
the national trend to the right 
was undercut by the fact that 
several leading liberal oppo- 
nents of the coalition lost 
their reeJection bids. 

The coalition, as used by 
CQ in analyzing congressional 
votes, means a voting allian- 
ce of a majority of Republi- 
cans and southern Democrats 
against a majority of northern 
Democrats. 

Jn 197S, the coalition was 

successful on only 52 P*f cent 
of the votes on which it op- 
posed a majority of northern 
Democrats — a 16 percentage 

point drop from I’ 77 And 
filmed on only 21 per * 

.he recorded votes, a Hve 
percentage |»im dropoff from 


the year before. 

Conservative coalition sup- 
port .scores of individual mem- 
bers dipped as well. Average 
Republican support scores 
were down from 1977 — to 61 
per cent from 72 • per cent in 
the Senate, and to 72 per cent 
from 76 per cent in the House. 
Senate northern Democrats 
voted with the coalition on 
21 per cent of the roH calls, 
down from 23 per cent in 

I 977. e .. 

One minor factor contribu- 
ting to the apparent loss of 
coalition voting strength may 
have been a dropoff in over- 
all voting participation by 
members who missed votes 
because they were campaign- 
ing for reelection. 

The coalition’s biggest de- 
feat was on ratification of 
the Panama Canal treaties 
where it lost on 19 votes, vir- 
tually every vote on the issue 
on which the alliance showed 
up. President Carter had made 
ratification of the treaties a 
top priority and admimstra- 
ton lobbyists had pressed 
members hard for "aye" vot- 
es. 

But even disregarding the 
block of Panama Canal votes, 
the voting record still showed, 
a significant decrease in coali- 
tion voting strength. Its suc- 
cess rate in the Senate, in- 
cluding the Canal votes, was 
only 46 per cent, compared 
with a 1977 figure of 74 per 
cent. - (CQ)

WINDHOEK - 

Dirk Mudge and his Demo- 
cratic Turnhalle Alliance have 
captured 82 per cent of the 
vote and 41 of tiie SO seats in 
die elections for a constituent 
assembly in Nambia. To all ap- 
pearances. Mudge and his al- 
liance of parties of different 
races represent the popular will, 
and are entitled to claim a com- 
plete trhimph. 

To all appearances.. .But the 
outvide world and the United 
Nations would Be making a 
grave mistake if they took thi> 
result on its face value Alter 
a moment's amazement at the 
result on its face value. After 
ing from it all kinds of doubts 
—doubts about the support 
Mudge has in the white elec- 
torate, doubts about the pros- 
pect of fresh elections next year 
under U.N. supervision. 

South African Prime Minister 
P.W. Botha, has called the re- 
sult "proof of the support 
which ex ivied for constitutional 
action as opposed io revolu- 
tionary forces.” 

But he knows that the U.N. 
and the five Western powers 
wiio have acted as the "contact 
group” with South. Africa over 
Namibia's future, will not ac- 
cept these elections as valid, 
or as a licence for the Tum- 
faaHe-dominaied assembly to 
take Namibia to full indepen- 
dence . 

This is mainly because the 
U.N. did not supervise the poll 
(■the U.N. has withdrawn South 
Africa’s right to administer the 
territory). But there are other, 
more practical reasons for 
handling this result with scep- 
ticism. 

The first is (hat a large block 


of political opinion boycotted 
the elections. SWAPO. the main 
Mack nationalist movement, the 
Namibian National Front (a 
coalition of other radical black 
and white groups) and ihe 
SWAPO Democrats (a splin- 
ter group from SWAPO led by 
Andreas Shi pan ga) all denounc- 
ed the elections and stood aside. 

But they still enjoy very 
large, possibly majority, sup- 
port in the country. 

Partisan war is smouldering 
away in Ovamboland, the nor- 
thern region up against the 
Angolan border where nearly 
half the population lives. Travel- 
ling around Ovamboland last 
week, I found the war far more 
extensive than reports filtering 
to the south suggest. 

Every night, shots could be 
heard in the distance. Every 
morning brought new reports 
of death and injury as army 
vehicles, civilian trucks and 
buses ran over land mines plan- 
ted in the red dirt roads over- 
n'ght by SWAPO guerriHas 
crossing from Angola. Sooth 
African Mirage fighters thunder 
over the countryside only feet 
above the palm trees. 

And the region is swarming 
with South African troops and 
police, manning road-Wocks, 
■patrolling and searching the 
villages, escorting convoys with 
■light -armored vehicles. 

The South African comman- 
der, Gen. Jannie Geldenhuys, 
told the press in Windhoek that 
no extra troops had been put 
into Ovamboland for the five- 
day polling period. This is hard 
to square with what l saw. 

Local people pointed out 
numerous tented camps which 


nad appeared only days before 
the election. Two days later, 1 
saw transport aircraft loading 
up companies of Lroops at On- 
dangwa, wh.le further south, 
near Oshivelo. fleets of trucks 
were embarking men from the 
"new’' camps and taking them 
and their equ.pmenr back to- 
wards Windhoek. 

According to the figures, 
Ovamboland registered a mas- 
sive pro-Turnhalle vote. But 
how free was Lhai vote? Every- 
where I was told of how re- 
luctant v. Hagers were "encour- 
aged” to go to the polls, often 
visited by army or police units 
and invited to climb into lor- 
ries bound for the polling sta- 
tions. 

When they got there, there 
were more white troops and a 
Turnhalle agent outside the pol- 
ling tent who told them how 
to vote. In at least some cases, 
voters were told to ask the poll-' 
ing officer to mark their papers 
foe them — • the cross against 
Turnhalle, naturally. 

The government-controlled 
Radio Ovambo warned that 
“steps may be taken" if people 
did not vote. Sure enough, two 
days after the elections. Father 
Lazarus of the Anglican Mission 
at Odibo was stopped by South 
African police and asked if he 
had voted. 

When he said he had not, 
his minibus and its passengers 
— delegates to the Anglican 
Synod — were held overnight 
and searched. 

I did not meet one single 
Ovambo, educated or illiterate, 
who did not fed that the elec- 
tions had been conducted under 
unfair pressure and had litde 
to do with a genuine expression 
of opinion. — (OFNS)

WASHINGTON— 
A National Security Council 
draft study describes Mexico 
as “the most promising new 
source" of oil in the 1 980s 
and suggests the president con- 
sider a serious upgrading in 
that country’s priority among 
■ U.S- foreign policy interests. 
The memorandum, designa- 
ted as presidential review me- 
morandum fPRM) 4J, says tie 
United States could view 
Mexico as a world-scale part- 
ner and accord it significant 
concessions on winter export 
of farm products as well as 
quotas for legal immigration 
of workers to the United 
States. A copy of the draft 
was obtained recently by the 
the “Washington Post.” 

Yet another option outlined 
in the draft would be for Wa- 
shington to maintain its tradi- 
tional view of Mexico as an 
“emerging power" in the 
Third World. 

Two weeks ago. President 
Carter said PRM-41 could 
serve as the basis for his im- 
pending negotiations in Feb- 
ruary in Mexico City with 
President Jose Lopez Portillo. 

“For the United States. 
Mexico represents a major new 
energy source, presently out- 
side OPEC. Mexico could fill 
30 per cent of U.S. import 
needs by the mid-1980s, thus 
enhancing security of supply, 
and more than compensating 
for the decline of Venezuelan 
and Canadian supplies." the 
draft study asserts. 

More important. however, 
the outcome of PRM-41 fas 
the classified study is known 
within the foreign policy bu- 
reaucracy') could shape a new 
generation of U.S.- Mexican re- 
lations. 

A draft of the Mexico PRM 
sets forth these possible re- 
sults that could come from a 
redirection of Washington's 
policy toward Mexico: 

— It could provide an alter- 
native to increased depen- 
dence on Arab oil, and ac- 
cess to some of what the CIA 
estimates could be as much as 

10 million barrels of Mexican 

011 production a day by 
1990. 

— It could result in a sanc- 


tioned program for Mexican 
aliens now immigrating ille- 
gally to the United Slates at 
the rate of hundreds of thou- 
sands a year, a proposal that 
many U.S. labor leaders view 
as nothing short of dulling. 

— It could result in lowering 
Tariff and other trade barriers 
to Mexican exports, such as 
vegetables and textiles, that 
are vigorously opposed by po- 
litically powerful U.S. busi- 
ness interests. 

—And it could result in the 
creation of a special negotiator 
for Mexican affairs reporting 
(Erectly to the president or 
Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vanch that at the least would 
touch off regional political 
jealousies. 

At the same time, the Unit- 
ed States could do nothing 
about any of these and. as a 
draft of the PRM says, “fol- 
low general U.S. foreign poli- 
cy directions without accord- 
ing Mexico special or preferen- 
tial 513105,“. i 
Carter has Jet to make a 
choice, though senior admin- 
istration officials say he has 
taken a keen personal inter- 
est in PRM-41. 

Recently, at a White House 
breakfast meeting with repor- 
ters. Carter said. “I consider 
our relationships with Mexico 
to be as important as any 
other that we have, and my 
relationship with President Lo- 
pez Portillo has been very 
good." 

Washington observers are 
long accustomed to Carter’* 
effusive goodwill and praise 
about any country or head of 
state. What is different about 
Mexico, however, is that sen- 
ior administration officials 
say in private that by all in- 
dications Carter attaches a 
high priority to Mexico's em- 
erging oil prowess and to turn- 
ing around the suspicions and 
ill will that have marked rela- 
tions between the two coun- 
tries over the last *40 years. 
(Carter, one also is reminded, 
has been taking private Spa- 
nish lessons since moving into 
the White House.) 

Elsewhere in the adminis- 
tration. the Mexico PRM has 
been the focus of cabinet-le- 
vel haggling, and the bureau- 


cratic territorial battles that 
mark any potential major for- 
eign policy switch. 

And within the Stale De- 
partment. there have bees 
cordial yet discrete competi- 
tion between Latin American 
policy-makers who favor aa 
"open-handed approach toward 
Mexico, and the State Depart- 
ment's energy experts who fa- 
vored a hard-nosed posture 
until recently cm energy .ne- 
gotiations with Mexico.

Among the obstacles to im- 
proving relations between tbe 
two countries, the PRM notes, 
is that “important dement m 
both societies regard the other 
with suspicion and even fear.’’ 

These inchide Mexican fears 
that the United States wfJT ex- 
ploit Mexico’s resources, es- 
pecially oil and gas. and US. 
fears that illegal Mexican im 
migration will swell domestic 
labor markets d* the econo- 
my moves toward a recession.

The American policy 
should atm at pulling an end 
to these settlements which the 
U.S. has already termed illegal 
and an obstacle to peace." 

The paper also urged the 
European community to do all 
it can towards putting an end 
to these settlements “if it really 


seeks a just and durable solu- 
tion for the Middle East prob- 
lem." 

In another commentary “AJ- 
Medma" said the Soviet Union 
"prefers enhancing its national 
interests to preserving ideolo- 
gical affinity with others." 

Citing Soviet-Syrian relations 
after Syria’s request for more 
sophisticated arms to match 
those given to the Israelis by 
the United States, the paper said 
"Syria was disappointed with 
the Soviet reaction to its re- 
quest, because the Soviets re- 
fused to supply modem wea- 
pons system and demanded 
many times the original prices 
and in cash.”

“This is a very important 
phase in Arab history, and is 
comparable to that in the for- 
ties which witnessed the crea- 
tion of Israel.” according to 
“Okaz". 

“Despite US. efforts to find 
a peaceful solution in the re- 
gion, to protect the states and 
to protect its own interests Is- 


rael has tried more vigorously 
to abort them. Israel has gone 
to the extent of suggesting to 
the American administration 
tiiat remaining in power m Wa- 
shington is dependent on Is- 
raels supreme interests in the 
Middle East. Furthermore, 
Israel has apparently convinced

LONDON, — This was the 
year that President Carter 
made his mark — quietly but 
firmly — on the international 
scene despite failures in the 
United States and frustrations 
abroad. 

The president itched his 
name and presence in China, 
the world's most populous na- 
tion, and tho strife-torn Mid- 
dle East 

He tit up the record of his 
first term in office with the 
long-awaited decision to estab- 
lish full diplomatic relations 
with China by unlocking the 
door to the possibility of brin- 
ging lo an end bitter antago- 
nism and Uoody war between 
Israel and Egypt 
His failures — notably in- 
ability to control inflation and 
hsiJtf the slide of the American 
dollar — will continue to re- 
verberate well into the coming 

year- . 

Jt was a year of killing and 
strife, flowing into sharp re- 
fief the entire gamut of human 
capaMfty from breakthroughs 
in oi r space to the ultimate 
degradation of mass suicide 
back on earth. 

The birth of the first test- 
tube baby, Louise Brown, in 
England stood in stark con- 
trast to the carnage In a jungle 
settlement in Guyana where 
more than 900 Americans — 
‘black and white members of a 
fringe pseudo-religious com- 
mime — obeyed the order of 
a preacher-politician. Jim 
Jones, to die by gulping down 
a cyanide-laced soft drink. The 
few who refused to obey were 
shot to aeath. 

Violence cast its shadows 
and sorrow^ around the world.

In the summer, both tbe 
House and the Senate, includ- 
ing the powerful Greek lobby, 
removed the U.S. arms embar- 
go on Turkey. The bill, im- 
posed because the Turks used 
Amer ican weapons in their 
1974 invasion of Cyprus, re- 
flected aa improved, though 
still highly volatile, state of re- 
lations between the wo coun- 
tries.. 

The president's biggest break- 
through, however, came on 
Sept. 6 when he began 13 days 
of intensive talks with Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat 
and Israeli Prime Minister 
Mena hem Begin at his Camp 
David reheat in an attempt to 
end more than 30 years of 
Middle East conflict. 

The three leaders produced 
two draft agreements which, 
they said, would, set a frame- 
work for peace between Egypt 
and Israel. 

The first provided for a 
withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from Sinai and the establish- 
ment of normal relations bet- 
ween the two countries. 

The second proposed a five- 
year transitional period during 
which an autonomous autho- 
rity would be elected in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza. 

Most of the Arab world im- 
mediate] y rejected the Camp 
David accord. Bui, in Israel 
and Egypt there was rejoicing 
when their two leaders, both 
of whom shared the 1978 No- 
bel Peace Prize, undertook 
to « g n a peace treaty within 
three months. 

The euphoria died when 
tbe Dec. 17 target date pass- 
ed without a treaty signing- Al- 
though the Americans claimed 
99 per cent of the treaty arti- 
cles had been agreed there was 
deadlock between Ted Aviv 
and Cairo over the setting of 
a precise date for West Bank 
elections in 1979, exchange of 
ambassadors and other points 
of interpretation. 

Syria, Jraq, -Ooser 

Meanwhile, among the die- 
hard opponents of Canrp Da- 
vid, Syria and Iraq ended more 
tihan a decade of bitter hosti- 
lity by signing a national ‘char- 
ter for joint action. It provi- 
ded for a defense treaty de- 
signed to confront Israel, with 
combined military forces total- 
ling almost half-a-million men. 

This led to an Arab summit 
conference in Baghdad a week 
t ater which resolved to estab- 
lish a multi-million dollar fund 
for a military buildup and to 
break ties whh Egypt once it 
signed a peace treaty with 
Israel. 

As negotiations between Wa- 
shington and Tel Aviv and 
Cairo dragged on turmoil swept 
other countries in the cockpit 
region of the Middle East 
Strife in Lebanon 

In Lebanon, racked by in- 
ternal strife for 3± years, right- 
ists and leftists tore savagely 
at each other. The deadly dis- 
pute, which has wrecked the 
economy, killed and wounded 
thousands and spread destruc- 
tion across a land once re^rd- 


ed as a lively playground, 
seemed- as insoluble as it did 
a year ago. 

Changes in Yemen 

The violent deaths of two 
Yemeni presidents — Ahmad 
Husain al-Ghashmi and Salem 
Robaya Ali — within 48 
hours in June raised fears of 
a border war and the pros- 
pect of increased Soviet in- 
fluence and presence at th® 
southern tip of the Arabian 
Peninsula. 

And the shadow of Moscow 
loomed darker over the nor- 
thern border of the peninsula 
with the eruption of mass de- 
monstrations. riots and strikes 
in Iran demanding the Shah’s 
abduction. 

The Shah, a close friend of 
the West, held on but even his 
admission of government errors 
and promises of free elections 
failed to still the clamor for 
the end to the Iranian monar- 
chy. 

Diplomatic Coop 

The year's diplomatic coup 
came a few days before the 
end of the year with the joint 
announcement by President 
Carter in Washington and 
Chairman Hua Kuo-feng in 
-Peking that the United States 
and China would establish full 
diplomatic relations on Jan. 

1 - . ^ . 

It touched off anger in Tai- 
wan, angry criticism from right- 
wing Republicans in the U.S- 
and deep concern in Moscow. 

The announcements disclosed 
that the U.S. had acceded to 
Peking’s unyielding position 
that Taiwan is an integral part 
of China. 

But. U.S. Secretaty of State 
Cyrus Vance made clear that 
the U.S. would not neglect Tai- 
wan in the future and, over 
Peking’s objections, would con- 
tinue arms sales to the coun- 
try for defense purposes. At 
the same time Peking clearly 
signalled it was willing to wait 
for Taiwan to -return to the 
Mainland’s fold and was not 
contemplating invasion to speed 
the process. 

It was a remarkable year for 
China as the process of de- 
mythblogizing the late Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung grew and 
spread with direct criticisms of 
his policies plastered on Pek- 
ing’s “Democracy Wall . 

At year’s end China — shak- 
ing itself loose from the rigi- 
dities and stem puritanisms 
imposed by the now in umbo 
“Gang of Four” — was plung- 
ing ahead with a pragmatic 
modernization program of its 
industry and style of Commu- 
nism led by its Vice-Chairman 

Teng Hsiao-ping. 

Friends’ Qwwrd 

For China’s leaders, how- 
ever, as well as the ever-present 
threat of Soviet armed might 
on their borders there arose 
bitter dispute with their former 
revolutionary ally, Vietnam. 

As early as January the 
Vietnamese, now firmly allied 
themselves with the Russians 
in the world Communist power 
struggle, were reported to baye 
thrust deep into Cambodia, 
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backed by the Chinese, slopp- 
ing only 35 miles from the 
capital, Phnom Penh, before 
later withdrawing. 

Five months laier, in June. 
Peking announced it was end- 
ing economic aid to Hanoi, 
underlining the seriousness or 
the split between Asia a two 
bicaest Communist nations. 

In May there was a mass 
exodus of ethnic Chinese from 
Vietnam into China alter 
Hanoi announced a tough cam- 
naicn against black marketeer- 
mg and hoarding rolling in 
angry charges by China and 
Vietnam. In August alter hun- 
dreds of stranded ethnic Chi- 
nese stampeded into China 
Vietnamese troops were sport- 
ed to have crossed the border 
and a month later Peking broke 
o£f talks with Hanoi on the 


'^Thousands of ethnic Chi- 
nese — pawns in the political 
power game — took to boats 
tlT flee Vietnam across 
die South China Sea to Malay- 
sia already choked by earber 
refugee waves. 

Boat People. 

International consciences 
stirred uneasily at the plight 
of the “boat peop^J and their 
human tragedy highlighted in 
November when 200 drowned 
in heavy seas off the Malay 
sian coast.

In Africa, the year opened 
-witfi the Somati Army occupy- 
ing a sizeable area of ■its tra- 
ditional enemy Ethiopia, al- 
ready weakened by a revolution 
that was daily bringing death 
to the streets of tit* capital, 
Addis Ababa. 

A huge air and sea lift of 
Soviet weaponry and the ar- 
rival of 17,000 Cuban troops 
turned the tables and led to 
a defeat for the Somalis in 
March. 

With tbe Somali threat re- 
duced to guerrilla action, Eth- 
iopia's military rulers turned 
their attention back to Eritrea, 
where guerrillas had conquered 
90 per cent of tbe territory. 

Cuban misgivings about seek- 
ing a military solution in Eritrea 


kept them out of the campaign. 
Bat by the end of the year, a. 
billon dollars worth of Soviet 
jets, tanks and artillery had 
driven (he Eritrean rebels out 
of the mam towns and hack to 
thtir bases in the mountainous 
hinterland. 

In late October, Ugandan 
President Idi Amin launched an 
incursion into northwest Tan- 
zania, which Amin declared an- 
nexed by Uganda. 

After two weeks Amin with- 
drew his anny but by yea rend 
Tanzania was still on a war 
looting. 

The region's problems were 
eased by relatively high world 
prices for its major export, 
coffee. But these had slipped 
a king way from the heights of 
last year and the whole region 
was threatened by a plague of 
locusts. 

In Rhodesia, negotiations bet- 
ween Premier Ian Smith and 
black nationalist leaders cul- 
minated in the March 3 Salis- 
bury agreement which conceded 
the principle of majority rule. 

But, despite moves to end, 
racial discrimination m the 
country, the plans of the bi- 
rad a l transitional government 

were hampered by Lack of in- 
ternational recognition and the 
increasing tempo of the guer- 
rilla war waged by the Patrio- 
tic Front alliance of Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe. 

The war became increasingly 
bloody throughout tbe year. 

Rhodesian troops Launched a 
series of raids against guerrilla 
bases in neighboring Zambia 
and Mozambique. The war 
moved into Rhodesia’s urban 
areas, once the refuge of the 
whites, and. in one of the most 
destructive guerrilla strikes ot 
the conflict, a huge petrol stor- 
age depot in the capital, Salis- 
bury, was set ablaze with the 
loss of millions of gallons of 
precious fuel. 

The target date for indepen- 
dence on Dec. 31 was postpon- 
ed by Smith to April next year. 

Rhodesia’s only friend. South 
Africa, grappled with its own 
scaring problems. 

After pulling out of talks in 
New York on the future of 
Namibia, the Johannesburg 
government agreed on April 26 
to a United Nations supervised 
election in the territory. 

South Africa then launched 
a major raid against Namibian 
guerrillas in Angola. This led 
U-N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim to send an envoy to 
the region who, at the end of 
h!s visit, produced detailed pro- 
posals for the transfer of power 

to an independent government 
after U.N.-supervised elections. 

South Africa resisted the 
U.N proposals, claiming the 
origmai plans had been altered. 

A Western foreign minis- 
ters’ delegation to Pretoria 
failed to achieve headway and 
South Africa went ahead in 
December with its own elec- 
tion in the territory, while 
saying •** would press the new 
leaders to accept a second 
U.N.-supervised vote laier. 

South Africa’s ailing Prime 
Minister John Vorater stepped 
down in September after 12 
years in power to become the 
country's president. He was 
succeeded by Defense Minis- 
ter Pieter Botha, who imme- 
diately found himself in the 
midst of the worst political 
crisis the ruling National Party 
had experienced since gaining 
power in 1948. -

Government leaders mov- 
ed at the year’s end to insulate

rency upheaval. 

After months of preparation 
for what was described as the 
most important European enter- 
prise Common \ Market heads 
of government were inaugur- 
ating Jam l a ndyv Eur ocean 
Monetary System, alwvottgh Bri- 
tain -elected to stay aixfi on the 
pounds that die pojand sterimg 
would suffer. f 
Tie aim of the EMS is to 


free the greater part of Com- 
mon Market trade from mone- 
tary upheavals outside the com- 
munity by tying member cur- 
rencies together while allow wig 
all to float freely as a group 
in relation to the dollar. Each 
member wfil deposit in a cen- 
tral fund 20 per cent of its 
holdings of gold and foreign 
currency. The fluid of about 
$33 billion wifi be used to help 
members maintain their curren- 
cies within the 2.25 per cent 
limit they are allowed to vary 
in relation to the money of 
other members. 

The EMS replaces a previous 
similar arrangement known 
commonly as “the Snake.” 

QriginaDy, Britain, Italy and’ 


Ireland decided to stay out of 
the EMS but further induce- 
ments from West Germany 
persuaded the Italians to join 
and the Irish were likely to 
go along also. Norway, 3 mem- 
ber of the Snake, decided to 
drop out despite a warning 
from West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt of a disinte- 
gration of the European Com- 
munity “unless we succeed in 
stabilizing currencies internal- 
ly.”

What makes the Mexico oil 
discovery so bad for tankers 
is its proximity to the United 
States — the worlds super-con- 
sumer of oil. 

The oil fields are dose en- 
ough to use pipelines rather 
chan ships to transport crude 
cal and refined products to the 
US. 

If optimistic projections of I 
Mexico’s oil reserves are cor- 
rect, it could mean that the 
U-S. neighbor has twice the 
oil of Saudi Arabia. Even by 
conservative estimates, Mexi- 
can fields “probably." exceed 
the Kingdoms reserves Mc- 
Kenzie said. 

The Mexican discoveries 
could not have come at a 
worse time for the tanker in- 
dustry, which is suffering the 
worst depression in its history. .

Russian craft eases to Venus surface 


MOSCOW, Dec. 25 (AP) — 
The Soviet Union soft-landed 
its second spacecraft in five 
days Monday on the planet 
Venus. It transmitted back 95 
miitates of scientific informa- 
tion about Earth's nearest nei- 
ghbor. 

The Venus 11 probe worked 
amid sizzling Venusian tem- 
peratures of 446 degrees cen- 
tigrade, tfie Soviet news agency 
Tass reported.
